Chica go, Sept. 4. 
A cablegram to 
the Chica go Tribune from Tangier, 
Morocco, announces the capture in 
.tha t city ot Paul O. Stensland, the 
pre side nt and manager of the Milwau­ 
ke e Ave nue State bank, which closed 
its doors on Aug. 6. 
The arrest was made by a represen­ 
ta tive of the Tribune and Assistant 
S ta te ’s Attorney Olsen of this city, 
who have been on the trail of Stens­ 
la nd since Aug. 13. 
Stensland had 
aaauy friends among women of this 
e tty on whom lie was accustomed to 
spe nd much money, and one of these, 
feeling that she had not been treated 
by him with due consideration came 
to the Tribune a few days "after his 
flight with information regarding the 
direction in which he had gone. 
A representative of the Tribune was 
se nt to State's Attorney Honly. who, 
at tha t time, was in the East, with 
the information and the request that 
a representative of the sta te’s attor­ 
ne y’s office be permitted to accompany 
the 
Tribune 
re pre se nta tive on 
the 
que st for the fugitive. 
Mr. Healy a gre e d and se nt Assista nt 
Sta te 's Attorney Olsen with the Trib­ 
une corre sponde nt. 
It was ascertain­ 
e d tha t Stensland had fled from Chi­ 
ca go on July 12. gone directly to New 
York a nd sailed in a steamer of the 
White Star line for Liverpool. 
He 
re ma ine d in that city for two days 
a nd then took a steamer for Gibraltar, 
which he reached on July 27. 
From 
the re he took a boat for Tangier. 
The 
Tribune correspondent and Mr, Olsen 
we re hot on his trail, and arrived in 
Ta ngie r a bout one hour after he had 
le ft it for a trip to the east coast 
of Africa . It was ascertained that he 
ha d de posite d $12,000 in a bank of 
Ta ngie r, and. believing that he would 
soon re turn, the two men decided to 
a wa it him there. 
Their conclusion 
wa s a correct one. for the fugitive 
ba nke r returned to Tangier Monday 
a nd was arrested 
He was taken into 
custody while in the English postoffiee 
in Tangier. 
He had alighted but a 
short time before from the German 
tra mp steamer Oldenburg, and came 
to the postoffiee to direct the forward 
ing of his mail under the name of Paul 
Olse n to Mogador. 460 miles south weal 
of Tangier 
As he entered the post­ 
offiee he was recognized by Mr. Olsen, 
who at once placed him under arrest 
Judge Pond arrived here last night I 
a nd signed tin* petition for requisition 
papers prepared by Acting Sta te’s At I 
torne y Harbour. after which it was 
ta ke n to the so rotary of state 
The 
petition is accompanied by affidavits 
fn support of charg. 
of forgery 
A J 
pe tition to Governor Denecn and one • 
to President Uoosevelt were also In 
e lude d a mong the papers forwarded to 
the secretary of state. 
During the period intervening be- j 
twe e n his flight and his arrest Stens­ 
la nd has be e n going under the name 
of P. Olse n of Norway. 
It was learned 
be fore his arrest that he had figured i 
on spe nding the month of October In j 
the Canary Islands, and from there 
going to London, as he had ordered all • 
his ma il sent to the Metro pole hotel 
in tha t city from Tangier 
At the office of the sta te’s attorney 
ail information regarding the name of 
the woma n who had indirectly caused 
the arrest was refused. 
It was an 
nounce d that Assistant Sta te’s Attor 
ney Olsen ha d since embarking on the 
pursuit of Stensland. posed as the son 
of “Olsen.” the name used by Stens | 
la ud, declaring that he was anxious 
to overtake bis "fa ther.” who wa s

prov e a m illstone around his neck, 
sinking him in much less than two 
y ears in obliv ion. 
The national 
ownership of 
rail­ 
roads 
is not 
a mere theory to be 
tested by experiment. {It is an actua 
fact in Great Britain, France, Ger 
many and Italy , and its merits and 
demerits are to be determined not by 
oratory , but by facts and statistics. 
When these facts and statistics are 
paraded before the American people 
their 
inev itable 
inference w ill 
bo 
that any American who < o ild trav tl 
through 
Europe 
and then propose 
the national ownership of railroads 
for this country must be wholly de­ 
v oid of observ ation or of judgment. 
Tfie test of such a railroad sy stem 
is the character of the serv ice ami 
the cost of transportation to the ind i­ 
v idual, and it is a matter of common 
notoriety that in both respect the pri­ 
v ate ownership of this country pro­ 
duces better results than the national 
ownership of European countries 
Ev en if there were an adv autage in 
cheapness and conv enience in national 
ownership, it would still he unwise 
for tlos country to adopt it.
